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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1-3, 7-20, 23-35, 38-46 and 49-51 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The references fail to teach, disclose, or suggest, either alone or in combination, 
regarding Claim 1 , the third depressable button functions in the chronographic mode to 
stop measurement of the elapsed time by the chronograph and in the data mode for 
decrementing the value in the selected data field; regarding Claim 13, measuring an 
elapsed time with a chronograph when the chronographic mode of operation is 
selected, wherein the second depressable button functions in the chronographic mode 
to start measurement of the elapsed time by the chronograph, and wherein the third 
depressable button functions in the chronographic mode to stop measurement of the 
elapsed time by the chronograph; regarding Claim 41, measuring a plurality of split 
times with the pace calculation device when the chronographic mode of operation is 
selected, each split time being a segment of a total elapsed time, wherein the second 
depressable button functions in the chronographic mode to start measurement of the 
elapsed time by the chronograph, and wherein the third depressable button functions in 
the chronographic mode to stop measurement of the elapsed time by the chronograph; 
and in combination with the rest of the limitations of the base claims. 
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Applicant's arguments filed September 2, 2009, have been fully considered and 
are deemed persuasive.
